TO   HELP  THE   BUILDING  FUND. 


IV  T  O  more  pleasant  way  of  helping  along  the  new 
^  building  fund  could  he  devised  than  that 
which  the  entertainment  committee  will  afford 
members  of  the  Club  on  November  30.  The  en- 
tertainment arranged  for  that  evening  in  Carnegie 
Music  Hall  will  be  by  far  the  most  elaborate  ever 
attempted  by  the  committee.  The  best  talent 
that  can  be  secured  outside  the  New  York  Athletic 
Club  will  aid  the  N.  Y.  A.  C.'s  own  stars  in  making 
the  affair  a  great  success. 

While  all  the  details  have  not  yet  been  arranged, 
the  programme  will  include  something  on  this  order: 

The  entertainment  will  be  opened  by  six  singers 
and  a  trained  chorus  of  thirty  voices,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Prime,  the  tenor  of  the 
Mendelssohn  Quartette.  The  solo  singing  will  be 
by  Mr.  Prime,  tenor,  and  Mr.  Charles  N.  Adams, 
baritone.  The  well-known  Rutgers  College  quar- 
tette will  also  sing.  The  first  part  of  the  enter- 
tainment will  wind  up  with  a  burlesque  entitled 
"The  Amateur  Circus,"  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
George  Phillips.  There  will  also  be  a  sunflower 
dance  by  twenty  members  of  the  Club,  under  the 
direction  of  Carl  Marwig.  The  show  will  wind  up 
with  a  "skit"  on  "A  Trip  to  Chinatown,"  entitled 
"A  Coon's  Trip  to  Chinatown,"  by  permission  of 
Mr.  Hoyt.  The  latter  will  be  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  R.  A.  Roberts,  of  the  Madison  Square 
Theatre,  who  will  coach  and  stage  the  "  skit."  The 
entertainment  will  begin  about  quarter  past  eight 
and  close  as  near  half  past  ten  as  possible. 

The  gentlemen  who  are  to  take  part  in  the 
minstrel  and  circus  parts  of  the  show  are  rehears- 


ing at  Travers  Island.  The  earnestness  with  which 
they  have  thrown  themselves  into  the  work  leaves 
no  doubt  of  the  entire  success  of  the  performance 
from  the  artistic  point  of  view. 

As  has  already  been  announced  in  the  Journal 
the  general  admission  will  be  $1  and  reserved 
seats  $1.50.  Boxes  will  be  sold  at  auction  some 
time  during  the  month  in  the  club  gymnasium, 
the  upset  price  being  $20.  Circulars  will  be  issued 
later  giving  further  particulars. 

Every  member  who  can  possibly  attend  should 
be  present,  for  the  triple  object  of  showing  his  ap- 
preciation of  the  efforts  of  the  gentlemen  who  have 
the  entertainment  in  charge,  increasing  the  size  of 
a  most  worthy  fund,  and  getting  more  enjoyment 
for  himself  than  he  could  possibly  secure  anywhere 
else  in  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  money. 


"tirHILE  football  scores  afford  better  grounds 
for  comparing  the  strength  of  elevens  than 
do  baseball  scores  the  strength  of  nines,  it  is  not 
safe  to  rely  upon  this  mode  of  comparison,  as  his- 
tory will  show.  Thus,  in  1889,  Princeton  made 
fewer  points  against  the  Crescent  team  than  did 
Yale,  yet  the  orange  and  black  was  victorious 
over  the  blue.  The  following  year  Princeton 
made  the  larger  score  against  the  Crescents,  but 
Yale  beat  Princeton. 

This  year  the  difference  in  scores  was  so  small 
that  there  seems  to  be  absolutely  no  ground  for 
comparing  the  strength  of  the  teams.  As  be- 
tween Yale  and  Harvard,  the  latter  seems  to  have 
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the  advantage,  she  having  beaten  Williams  by  50 
points,  while  Yale  could  score  but  32. 

Cornell's  score  of  76  against  Lehigh  will  cause 
the  other  colleges  to  put  on  their  thinking  caps. 
Princeton  was  able  to  score  but  40  points  against 
the  Pennsylvanians.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
Princeton  last  year  beat  Cornell  by  a  score  of  but 
6  to  o.  Captain  "  Josh  "  Hartwell,  who  saw  both 
the  games  with  Lehigh,  has  expressed  the  opinion 
that  Cornell  could  beat  Princeton. 

The  chances  of  a  match  between  Harvard  and 
Princeton  still  seem  remote.  It  is  a  pity  that  this 
childishness  should  continue.  Yale  is  again 
placed  in  a  position  of  disadvantage  in  that  she 
has  to  meet  two  strong  teams  that  do  not  meet 
each  other.  Either,  defeating  Yale,  will  claim  the 
championship,  while  Yale  cannot  be  recognized  as 
champion  unless  she  wins  both  big  matches.  Yale 
is  to  be  commended  for  her  sportsmanlike  attitude. 


'  I "  HOSE  who  were  present  at  the  Club's  games, 
*■  October  8,  when  young  Sweeney,  of  the 
Xavier  Athletic  Association,  made  his  wonderful 
leap  of  six  feet  four  and  one-quarter  inches,  wit- 
nessed a  feat  that  will  not  be  soon  repeated.  The 
Club  has  presented  Sweeney  with  a  special  gold 
medal  as  a  souvenir  of  his  jump.  This  is  the  first 
time  the  New  York  Athletic  Club  has  awarded  such 
a  prize.  The  occasion,  however,  seems  to  warrant  it. 


'  I  " HE  series  of  lacrosse  games  that  was  to  have 
*■  decided  the  championship  of  the  Metropol- 
itan Association  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union 
has  come  to  a  close  with  no  other  result  than  that 
of  causing  a  great  deal  of  hard  feeling  and  leaving 
the  question  of  supremacy  among  the  contesting 
teams  as  undecided  as  before  the  series  began. 

The  Lacrosse  Committee  of  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union  has  perhaps  acted  wisely  in  deciding  to 
disregard  the  entire  series  and  to  award  no  cham- 
pionship in  the  Metropolitan  Association.  It  has 
certainly  saved  itself  any  amount  of  trouble  by 
adopting  this  course.  To  have  considered  all  the 
protests  and  all  the  questions  of  fact  and  of  law 
that  had  arisen  might  have  taken  all  winter.  The 
national  championship  therefore,  now  rests  be- 
tween the  Athletic  Club  of  the  Schuylkill  Navy 
and  the  Lynn  Lacrosse  Clubs,  the  champions, 
respectively,  of  the  Atlantic  and  New  England 
Associations. 


The  ground  on  which  the  Metropolitan  series 
was  thrown  out  was  that  the  Manhattan  Athletic 
Club  had  on  its  team  a  professional,  and  was 
thereby  disqualified.  The  New  York  and  Staten 
Island  Athletic  and  the  Lorillard  Debating  and 
Athletic  Clubs  were  disqualified  on  the  ground 
that  they  had,  with  full  knowledge  of  that  fact, 
competed  with  the  Cherry  Diamond  team.  The 
two  protests  made  by  the  N.Y.A.C.  were  sustained. 
Taking  this  into  consideration  the  N.Y.A.C.  leads 
in  games  won,  with  no  defeats. 

Taking  the  actual  result  of  the  games  played  by 
the  teams  in  the  Metropolitan  Association  without 
regard  to  protests  the  score  would  stand  as  follows  : 
M.  A.  C.  won  5,  lost  1  ;  N.  Y.  A.  C.  won  4,  lost  1  ; 
S.  I.  A.  C.  won  2,  lost  3  ;  L.  A.  C.  won  o,  lost  6. 
One  game,  that  between  the  N.  Y.  A.  C.  and  S.  I. 
A.  C.  teams,  resulted  in  a  tie. 

Another  season,  unless  it  is  possible  to  establish 
the  game  on  a  satifactory  basis,  it  would  seem 
better  to  let  the  sport  go  altogether.  Lacrosse 
gained  no  friends  this  year  in  this  section  of  the 
country.  The  attendance  at  the  games  in  this 
city  was  very  small.  Less  than  one  hundred 
persons  saw  the  final  match  on  the  Polo  Grounds 
between  the  N.  Y.  A.  C.  and  the  S.  I.  A.  C.  twelves, 
though  it  was  well  known  that  the  teams  were 
evenly  matched  and  unusually  strong.  Why  the 
sport  should  not  be  more  popular  is  a  mystery.  No 
field  game  requires  more  skill  and  pluck,  and  no 
game  is  more  easily  understood  by  the  spectators. 


OBITUARY. 

Edward  D.  Allin  died  Oct.  9,  1892. 


"  DEERFOOT  "  AND  "BILL"  LANG. 

A  MONG  athletes  of  the  present  generation, 
the  knowledge  of  heroes  of  past  days  is 
usually  limited  to  an  acquaintance  with  the  records 
of  W.  G.  George  and  L.  E.  Myers.  This  is  due  in  a 
great  measure  to  the  absence  of  literature  on  the 
subject  in  bygone  years.  The  names  of  Bennett 
or  "  Deerfoot "  and  Lang  are  now  unknown  or 
forgotten,  though  thirty  years  ago  each  was  a  hero. 

"  Bill  '  Lang  was  born  in  England,  December 
22,  1838.  He  was  a  cockney  and  also  what  a 
modern  "sport"  would  call  a  "corker."  At  Man- 
chester, England,  July  18,  1863,  he  ran  a  mile  and 
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a  quarter  in  5  mill.  30  sec,  time  which  has  never 
been  approached  nearer  than  the  records  of  5  min. 
44  sec,  which  W.  G.  George  made  in  1882,  and 
J.  Kibblewhite  in  1890. 

Lang  again  turned  out  to  astonish  the  English- 
men a  short  time  afterward,  and  covered  two 

miles  in  9  min. 
1 1  x/i  sec  W. 
G.  George  has 
been  the  only 
runner  since 
to  get  within 
measurable 
distance  of 
this,with9tnin. 
17  2-5  sec,  at 
London,  in 
1884.  On  Oc- 
tober 30,  Lang 
still  further 
encroached  on 
established 
figures  by  run- 
ning a  mile  at 
Newmarket, 
in  4  min.  2  sec. 
The  course 
was  straight- 
away and  part- 
" bill"  lang.  'y  down  hill, 

however,  and 

the  performance  has  no  place  in  the  record 
tables.  It  is  said  that  Lang  subsequently  knocked 
off  the  seconds,  but  the  circumstances  were  again 
questionable  and  the  performance  has  merged  into 
a  tradition. 

The  most  unique  character  of  bygone  ath- 
letic days,  however,  was  L.  Bennett.  Bennett 
was  a  full-blood  Seneca  Indian.  He  was  better 
known  as  "  Deerfoot."  After  astonishing  every- 
body in  this  country  by  his  marvelous  speed  and 
endurance,  "  Deerfoot  "  went  to  England,  where 
his  racing  caused  the  greatest  enthusiasm. 

"  Deerfoot's  "  name  and  speed  was  not  the  only 
thing  that  surprised  the  Britons.  He  stepped  on 
his  mark  in  the  gala  costume  of  his  nation,  and 
loped  along  in  his  native  mocassins  at  a  pace  before 
which  opponents  and  records  went  down  ignomin- 
iously.  With  his  head  dress  of  eagle  feathers 
crowning  the  wiry  black  hair  and  stolid  features, 


he  strode  around  the  tracks  with  the  unwavering 
persistency  of  a  brave  on  a  hot  trail,  and  covered 
mile  after  mile  with  an  elasticity  and  endurance 
that  seemed  to  scorn  fatigue.  His  greatest  achieve- 
ment was  at  London,  April  3,  1863.  He  left  the 
records  behind  him  at  eleven  miles  and  continued 
on  for  another  mile  at  the  same  unapproachable 
speed.  His  figures  were  as  follows  :  1  t  miles, 
56  min.  52  sec.  ;  \\l/z  miles,  59  min.  44  sec.  ;  12 
miles,  1  hour,  2  min.  2^4  sec.  In  the  exact  hour 
he  covered  11  miles,  970  yards,  which  altogether 
dwarfs  anything  ever  accomplished  by  any  other 
runner  excepting  George,  who  covered  1 1  miles, 
932  yards,  at  Stamford  Bridge,  London,  July,  1884. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  last  quarter  of  a 
century  during  which  physical  culture  has  received 
daily  increasing  attention,  only  one  athlete  has 
been  developed  with  any  claim  to  rank  in  the 
same  class  with  these  old  timers.  Their  records 
loom  up  undimmed  by  even  the  brilliant  efforts  of 

George  and   

furnish  em- 
phatic refuta- 
tion of  the 
claim  of  mod- 
ern athletes 
that  the  "old 
timers  "  could 
not  run. 
Those  who 
speak  of  the 
invincibility  of 
McClelland 
and  Darrin, 
Conneff  and 
Day,  Morton 
and  Kibble- 
white,  would 
do  well  to 
modify  their 
enthusiasm  in 
the  face  of 
these  eloquent 
figures. 

Nor,  with  all  our  boasted  progress,  does  there 
seem  a  likelihood  of  any  alteration  in  the  distance 
records.  Year  after  year  slips  by  and  when  Con- 
neff, Day  and  Carter  retire,  their  mantles  may  lie 
motheaten  before  a  worthy  successor  turns  up 
to  wear  them. 


IlEKRFOOT. 
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SPORTS  OF  LONG  AGO. 
"l^HE  literature  of  athletics  is  so  modern  that 
*  the  work  of  getting  information  as  to  the 
athletic  games  and  the  feats  of  athletic  champions 
of  past  centuries  is  a  study  for  the  antiquarian 
rather  than  for  the  devotee  of  modern  athletics. 
Strutt,  in  his  learned  book  published  in  1801, 
gives  some  very  interesting  facts  of  the  field 
sports  in  "  merrie  England "  between  the  four- 
teenth and  sixteenth  centuries.  The  writer  tells 
how  King  Henry  V.  and  his  courtiers,  having 
exhausted  all  other  genius,  chased  wild  stags 
afoot  through  the  royal  parks.  Strutt  also  quotes 
a  romance,  "  The  Knight  of  the  Swan,"  wherein  is 
set  forth  how  a  certain  Duchess,  Ydam  by  name, 
advises  her  son  to  keep  alive  his  vitality  by  "all 
maner  of  good  operracyons — wrestling,  jumping, 
casting  the  barre,"  etc. 

Edward  II.  found  his  favorite  amusement  in 
"cross  and  pile."  Henry  VIII.,  the  much-mar- 
ried monarch,  in  his  early  days  was  greatly  de- 
voted to  "casting  of  the  barre."  Even  after  his 
accession  to  the  throne,  his  daily  amusement  in- 
cluded running,  jumping,  weight-putting,  dancing 
and  tilting.  The  example  of  the  monarch  had  its 
natural  effect  in  arousing  the  athletic  aspirations 
of  his  subjects.  Hence  it  is  not  surprising  to  find 
from  a  contemporary  writer  (Wilson)  that  all 
active  sports  became  fashionable  amusements 
throughout  that  reign.  Sir  Thomas  Elyot  at 
that  time  wrote  the  manual  of  education  for  a 
gentleman,  "  The  Koke  called  the  Govenour." 
In  the  sixth  chapter  he  declares  that  "sundrye 
fourmes  of  exercise  are  necessarye  for  a  gentilman 
and  there  are  some  exercise  which  with  health 
join  comoditie." 

Shakespeare  no  doubt  saw  some  running  matches 
both  among  gentle  and  simple  folk.  We  have 
Falstaff  offering  to  run  Poins.  "I  could  give  a 
thousand  pounds  I  could  run  as  fast  as  thou." 

To  show  the  love  which  England's  kings  had 
for  athletics  I  quote  from  the  "  Basilikon  Dovon  " 
a  code  of  precepts  by  King  James  I.  to  his  son. 
"And  amonge  all  unnecessarie  thinges  which  are 
lawful  and  expedient  I  think  exercise  of  the  body 
most  commendable  to  be  used  by  a  young  man. 
For  albeit  I  grant  it  to  be  the  most  requisite  for  a 
king  to  exercise  his  engine,  which  surely  with 
idleness  will  rouste  and  become  blunt.  The  exer- 
cise that   I    would   have  you  use  are  running, 


jumping,  leaping,  wrestling,  fencing,  dancing, 
playing  at  caitch,  tennisse,  archerie,  palle  malle, 
and  such  like  other  fair  and  pleasant  games." 
James  issued  the  "Book  of  Sports"  in  1 6 1 7  by 
which  the  people  were  allowed  to  hold  sports  on 
Sunday.  It  was  afterward  republished  by  Charles 
I.  This  was  one  of  the  chief  complaints  brought 
against  Charles  by  the  Puritans. 

The  most  admirable  description  of  the  popular 
sports  of  the  Sixteenth  Century  is  the  oft-quoted 
work  of  Randel  Holmes,  one  of  the  wandering 
minstrels  and  merry-makers  of  his  time,  in  lines 
which  show  him  to  be  a  better  sportsman  than 
a  poet : 

"  Any  dare  challenge  for  to  throw  the  sledge, 
To  jump  or  leape  over  a  ditch  or  hedge, 
To  wrastle,  play  at  stoll  ball  or  to  runne, 
To  pitch  the  barre  or  to  shoote  of  a  gunne, 
To  play  at  loggets,  nine  holes  or  ten  pinnes, 
To  try  it  out  at  football  by  the  shinnes." 

Holmes  describes  a  curious  kind  of  sprinting 
game,  which  I  believe  was  also  practiced  by 
Roman  schoolboys.  A  party  of  lads  are  together 
and  one  suddenly  starts  off,  without  any  warn- 
ing, to  run  to  a  mark  which  he  names.  The 
others  join  in  and  race  after.  The  last  pays  a 
forfeit. 

Harrison,  in  his  "Description  of  England,"  pub- 
lished about  this  time,  gives  a  detailed  account  of 
the  games  held  at  the  different  fairs  and  rural 
gatherings.  That  the  reader  may  form  an  idea  of 
how  those  innocent  people  amused  themselves,  I 
reproduce  a  programme  printed  in  the  Reading 
Mercury,  May  29,  181 9  : 

(1)  Girls  running  for  smocks  ;  (2)  Climbing  the 
greasy  pole  for  bacon  ;  (3)  Old  women  drinking 
hot  tea  for  snuff  ;  (4)  Grinning  through  horse 
collars  ;  (5)  Racing  between  old  women  for  a 
pound  of  tea  ;  (6)  Hunting  a  pig  with  soaped 
tail;  (7)  Jumping  in  sacks  for  cheese  ;  (8)  Girls 
running  for  a  chemise  ;  (9)  Ass  racing. 

In  1 79 1  we  hear  of  some  very  aristocratic  ath- 
letes. Lord  Paget,  Lord  Barrymore,  Captain 
Grosvenor  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Lamb  ran  across 
Kensington  Garden  for  a  sweepstake  of  one  hun- 
dred guineas.  The  spectators  were  there  in  great 
crowds,  and  the  enthusiasm  was  unbounded.  Lord 
Paget,  after  a  close  race,  beat  Mr.  Lamb  and  Lord 
Grosvenor  was  third.

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N.  Y.  A.  C.'S  FORTY-NINTH  GAMES. 

HP  HE  New  York  Athletic  Club's  forty-ninth 
games  will  go  on  record  in  athletic  history  as 
the  most  successful  meeting,  all  things  considered, 
ever  held  in  America.  Perfect  weather,  the  large 
attendance  of  pretty  women  incidental  to  games  of 
the  New  York  Athletic  Club,  the  promptness  of  the 
officers  of  the  day,  and  the  performances  of  the 
athletes  in  surpassing  records  hitherto  regarded  as 
insuperable,  combined  to  make  October  8  a  red- 
letter  day. 

The  feature  of  the  day  —  the  athletic  feature  of 
the  year,  in  fact, —  was  the  performance  of  M.  F. 
Sweeney,  of  the  Xavier  Athletic  Association,  in  the 
running  high  jump.  When  W.  15.  Page,  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  jumped  6  feet  4  inches 
at  Philadelphia,  October  7,  1887,  the  performance 
was  regarded  as  the  result  of  some  abnormal  de- 
velopment of  the  athlete.  "God  made  him  to 
jump  "  was  how  people  explained  it.  No  one  sup- 
posed that  the  record  would  be  touched  for  many 
years  ;  yet  Sweeney  not  only  cleared  the  bar  at  6  feet 
4%  inches,  but  he  went  over  with  perhaps  two  inches 
to  spare.  Page  made  his  phenomenal  leap  at  the 
end  of  a  long  career.  Sweeney  has  still  much  time 
before  him  in  which  to  improve. 

H.  Herrick,  of  the  Manhattan  Athletic  Club, 
also  gave  an  excellent  exhibition  by  jumping  6  feet 
2  inches,  but  the  performance  was,  of  course, 
dwarfed  by  Sweeney's.  Herrick's  club  mate,  E.  W. 
Goff,  astonished  himself  and  everybody  else  by 
clearing  23  feet  6  inches  in  the  running  broad 
jump,  within  half  an  inch  of  the  world's  record 
held  by  C.  S.  Reber. 

A.  P.  Schwaner,  New  York  Athletic  Club,  added 
the  standing  broad  jump  record  to  the  high  jump 
record  which  he  already  held.  His  longest  leap 
measured  10  feet  9/8  inches.  The  previous  record 
was  Malcolm  W.  Ford's  10  feet  9^  inches,  made 
April  23,  1885. 

J.  S.  Mitchel  took  his  usual  part  in  the  record 
breaking  game,  but  this  surprised  no  one.  Mitchel 


threw  the  56-pound  weight  35  feet  6)4  inches,  and 
the  16-pound  hammer  145  feet  l/2  inch.  The  best 
previous  records  were  35  feet  6  inches  and  141  feet 
9  inches,  respectively. 

The  surprise  of  the  day  was  the  defeat  of  Downs 
and  Jewett  in  the  300  yard  dash  by  E.  W.  Allen, 
lewett,  it  will  be  remembered,  had  broken  the 
world's  record  for  2  20  yards  two  weeks  before.  Allen 
also  won  the  100  yard  dash.  Downs  got  even  with 
T.  B.  Turner  for  the  latter's  victory  in  the  600 
yard  race  at  the  indoor  championships  last  Janu- 
ary by  defeating  the  Manhattan  man  at  the  same 
distance. 

Young  Orton,  the  Toronto  distance  runner, 
covered  four  miles  in  fast  time,  and  easily  at  that. 
Arthur  Zimmerman  had  his  usual  easy  win  in  the 
bicycle  race. 

The  tennis  tournament  could  not  be  finished  be- 
fore dark  and  the  finals  in  singles  were  postponed. 
In  the  semi-finals,  W.  K.  Gillett  beat  N.  A.  Don- 
nelly, 6-3,  6-3,  and  R.  R.  Dunning  beat  W.  Van 
Gaasbeeck,  2-6,  6-0,  6-3.  The  winners  in  the 
semi-final  singles,  playing  together,  beat  A.  E. 
Filley  and  A.  E.  Taylor,  6-2,  12-10,  6-4. 

Captain  Giannini  won  the  clay-pigeon  shooting 
competition.  He  broke  21  of  the  25  birds.  J,  A. 
Cattus  and  C.  M.  Meyer  tied  for  second  place  with 
a  score  of  20  each.  The  score  of  the  other  com- 
petitors who  took  their  twenty-five  trials  resulted 
as  follows  :  G.  Van  Schaick,  19  ;  S.  P.  I.everidge, 
18  ;  W.  R.  Brouk,  16  ;  and  C.  Foote,  12.

THE    NATIONAL  CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

T^HE  fifth  annual  championship  meeting  of  the 
A  Amateur  Athletic  Union  at  Manhattan  Field, 
October  i,  was  marked  by  a  large  attendance  and 
exciting  sport.  As  has  always  been  the  case,  the 
competition  for  club  first  honors  was  confined  en- 
tirely to  the  New  York  and  Manhattan  Athletic 
Clubs.  The  contest  between  the  other  clubs,  how- 
ever, was  very  close. 

Heretofore  the  long-distance  run  has  been  rather 
a  slow  event  for  the  spectators.  This  year  it 
was  a  feature  of  the  games.  The  size  of  the 
field  and  the  character  of  the  race  was  such  as  to 
give  an  impetus  to  distance  running  that  will  be 
felt  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  victory  of  the  Manhattan  Athletic  Club 
was  due  to  the  unlooked-for  form  displayed  by  F. 


Puffer  cleared  the 
high  hurdles  in  15  2-5  sec.  and  ran  over  the  low  in 
25  sec.  The  former  performance  will  not  be  ac- 
cepted as  a  record  as  a  fresh  breeze  helped  the 
hurdler.  He  also  knocked  over  several  of  the

IN   THE  ADIRONDACKS. 

HPHE  pneumatic  tire  has  extended  the  field  of 
A  cycling  possibilities  to  such  a  degree,  that 
roads  which  before  its  advent  were  almost  impas- 
sable and  distances  which  were  within  the  powers 
of  but  few  are  now  ridden  over  by  the  average 
rider  with  comparative  ease  and  enjoyment.  This 
general  statement  serves  as  a  good  text  to  a  re- 
mark or  two  upon  that  Ultima  Thule  of  the  cycling 
world,  the  Adirondacks.  In  the  days  of  the  grand 
old  ordinary  and  hard  tire  safety  it  was  only  the 
hardy  explorer  of  unknown  regions  who  ventured 
within  its  vague  precincts  and  traveled  upon  its 
improvised  highways.  The  inflated  tire  has  modi- 
fied this  condition  of  things,  and  one  who  dares 
for  the  first  time  assume  the  hazard  of  the  jour- 
ney, will  find  that  its  terrors  are  as  exaggerated  as 
its  delights  are  great.  Without  enlarging  upon 
the  heathful  effects  of  its  stimulating  atmosphere 
and  the  charm  and  grandeur  of  its  scenery,  but 
confining  oneself  to  the  more  prosaic  though 
practical  consideration  of  its  roads,  one  is  surprised 
at  their  unexpected  good  condition.  Very  little 
credit  is  due  to  the  highway  commissioners  for 
this,  however,  it  being  due  entirely  to  the  natural 
condition  of  the  soil.  The  open  stage  routes  are 
repaired  by  filling  up  the  holes  with  sand,  which 
does  not  add  to  their  quality.  The  roads  which 
go  through  woods  and  are  shaded  by  the  trees  are 
generally  much  better,  although  apt  to  remain  wet 
and  muddy  when  other  sections  of  the  road  are 
dry  and  sandy.  No  attempt  is  made  to  grade 
down  the  hills  and  but  little  effort  put  forth,  in  the 
mountainous  parts,  to  turn  the  course  of  the  high- 
way so  as  to  avoid  natural  obstacles. 

The  route  from  Pottersville  at  the  foot  of 
Schroon  Lake,  via  Minerva  and  North  River,  to 
Blue  Mountain  Lake,  thence  to  Long  Lake,  and 
east  again  to  Schroon  River,  turning  north  and 
west  to  Keene,  North  Elba  and  Placid,  is  the  only 
track  that  will  guide  the  cyclist  to  the  usual  points 
of  interest.  Trails  are  not  ridable,  and  wood  roads 
are  generally  as  bad  when  soaked  with  rain.  From 
North  River  to  Blue  Mountain,  a  distance  of 
twenty-five  miles,  about  one-third  of  the  way  is 
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too  steep  except  for  walking,  while  from  Ta)iawus 
to  Boreas  River,  a  distance  of  six  miles,  in  cross- 
ing from  Long  Lake  east  to  Schroon  River,  an 
hour  and  a  half  may  be  consumed  in  what  practi- 
cally is  a  pedestrian  jaunt.  In  this  section  you  do 
not  ride  down,  but  just  drop  off  the  tops  of  the 
hills. 

With  all  these  drawbacks,  however,  the  ad- 
venturous rider,  who  scorns  the  drive  except  for 
exercise,  and  who  does  not  mind  occasional  dis- 
mounts, will  find  that  the  Adirondacks  afford  good 
wheeling,  fine  views,  excellent  accommodations 
and  much  enjoyment.  J.  C.  G.
